All of the.se proposals and possibly others which have not been made 
direct to the Commission merit pondering and efforts should bp made to 
reduce the^x burden on rich and poor alike if the people of the country 
are to b£ given an opportunity of again enjoying a reasonable hfleasure of 
pro.sperity.

The fact, however, that the country is over-governed and over-taxed 
does not relieve those who have beebme wealthy in this country from their 
moral, if not legal obligations, to do tlieir part in paying for the cost of 
government.

Gas Masks 

Ga» Bag For British Babies In 'Fhe 
Event Of War 

A rubber gas bag for babies is the 
Home Office's latest device to make 
Great Britain’s 40,000,000 inhabitants 
gas tight in the event of war. 

A spokesman said that babies two 
years old and under would be pro¬ 
vided a rubber fabric bag capable of 
enclosing their bodies entirely. 

The bag has a pump for injecting 
air through a filter. The pump must 
be used every 15 minutes. 

The spokesman said Britain has 
30,000,000 gas masks, which are be¬ 
ing manufactured at the rate of 500,- 
000 a week. They are to be deliver¬ 
ed in quantities of 30,000 to munici¬ 
palities throughout the country. 

The masks, however, will nbt be 
delivered to the inhabitants unless 
war becomes imminent. Then, the 
Home Office has guaranteed, every 
Britoh will get a gas mask within 
eight hours.

'Y'O RETAIN membership in a lodge, you pay due*, be¬ 
sides a stiff initiation fee. To retain ownership of your 
property you pay taxes. To retain membership in a church 
you pay anything you like— and some pay nothing! It i:

to which people claim adherence and which it is presumed 
baptise^, marries and buries them. But searching the lists 
of those who contribute to church support, ont quickly sees 
that the percentage who give is very small. Salvation may 
be free, and church service* are available to the ricb and 
the poor, without restrictions. That is why many do nol 
value them, and give nothing. But the church is expected 
to be ready to minister to all when the occasion requires.^ 


“POR AN insignificant three or four cents a week the lo¬ 
cal editor gives his readers the product of many hours 
of news gathering, reading and writing, and costly operation 
of expensive machines. His one particular disappointment 
and disillusionment comes from protests of those persons 
who, with little or no knowledge of the business of publish¬ 
ing a newspaper, maintain that he charges an exorbitanrsub- 
scription price.’’

(^ONCERN was caused on the assignment of Hillcrest Col¬ 
lieries, last week. All the eggs are in one basket in 
these towns, therefore any interruption in the mining of coal 
very quickly brings distress and want to wage-earners and 
many others. Spasmodic employment in most coal areas 
makes it difficult for mine-workers to accumulate a surplus 
to provide against idle days or old age. Employment in 
Bellevue, Hillcrest and Blairmore has been so intermittent 
that relief has been extensively sought. It serves to strength¬ 
en the claims of those endeavoring to create an eastern mar¬ 
ket for western coal, that every effort should be used towards 
impressing Ontario and even Winnipeg people that if they 
wish to help in providing employment and purchasing pow¬ 
er, not only for western mine-workers, but also for them¬ 
selves, they cannot ignore the claims of Alberta’s coal, min¬ 
ing industry. There must be a national outlook in matters 
of this nature.

CoL Barnes in responding to

'.with the acticrn at Vimy Ridge, 
'giving an outline of the terrain,' 
the general scheme of attack and 
the six mile advance, which was 
the maximum of the Canadians 
in the famous battle which com¬ 
menced on Easter Day, Aprils, 
1917. He stated: “The battle was 
a great triumph for the Cana¬ 
dians. On April 10, 1917, his 
late majesty. King George V., 
forwarded the following message 
to Field Marshal Earl Haig, 
commander-in-chief of the Bri¬ 
tish forces in France: “The whole 
Empire will rejoice at the news 
of yesterday's successful operas 
tions. Canada will be proud that 
the taking of the coveted Vimy 
Ridge has fallen to the lot of her 
troops. I heartily congratulate 
you and all who have taken part 
in this splendid achievement.”

“Monuments may rise and

Canadians as a peimle thus 
regulate the business ofnanking 
through their elected representa¬ 
tives. Into The Bank Act, by 
reason of the work of this Com¬ 
mittee over the years, have been 
built all of the safeguard^ 
prompted by experience. 

In addition, Canada's char¬ 
tered banks are supervised in 
various other ways and operate 
under almost continuous scrut¬ 
iny. Shareholders appoint their 
own auditors—chartered accoun¬ 
tants—who closely examine each 
bank’s affairs. 

Then there is an Inspector 
General of Banks, an ofiBcer 
under the Minister of Finance, 
whose duty it is to keep through¬ 
out the year a vigilant eye upon 
banking operations. He has ac¬ 
cess to all bank records. 

Banks have to make statutory 
returns to the Minister of Fin¬ 
ance and to the Bank of Canada, 
periodically. Heavy penalties are 
provided for neglect to make 


OLD ONTARIO AND QUEBEC used to produce 
the bulk of the Canadian grain crop.
